"THE tragi¢ rock fortress of Masada is 
slowly “yielding its treasures end 
secrets, This is the high and jonely place 
where the Jewish rebels against Rome 
made their last hopeless stand and 
where, in A-D. 73, they committed mass 
suicide rather than submit to the encircl- 
ing Legion. 
‘The excavation, headed by Professor 
Yigael Yadin, has lately taken a new di- 
rection. The biggest finds have been
